DETAILED ACTION 
NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS 

OF37CFRL192(c) 

1. The brief does not contain, for each rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103, an argiunent which 
specifies the errors in the rejection and, if appropriate, the specific limitations in the rejected 
claims which are not described in the prior art reUed upon in the rejection, and an explanation 
how such limitations render the claimed subject matter unobvious over the prior art. If the 
rejection is based upon a combination of references, the argument must explain why the 
references, taken as a whole do not suggest the claimed subject matter, and shall include, as may 
be appropriate, an explanation of why features disclosed in one reference may not be properly 
combined with features disclosed in another reference. A general argument that all the 
limitations are not described in a single reference does not satisfy the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.192(c)(8)(iv). 

On page 4 of appellant's Appeal Brief, in para. A, appellant states "Claim 7 stands and 
falls by itself" However, appellant does not present arguments or discussion as to why/how 
claim 7 is/should be allowable over prior art.

the Official Draftsperson
